Irving contended 
that Hughes himself had re­ 
quested that the bank account 
be opened by the novelist’s wife 
and that Hughes had handed 
him the false passport she used 
to open tile account.

Red Radar Sites Prime U.S. Air Targets 
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SAIGON (AP) - A U.S. jet 
fighter attacked a radar site 
within 75 miles of Hanoi Friday 
night in the closest strike to 
the North Vietnamese capital 
this year, but the results were 
not known, the U.S. Command 
said today.

The fighter that attacked the 
rad ar site, an F105 equipped 
with special 
electronics 
gear 
that can intercept enemy rad ar 
signals, was escorting Ameri­ 
can planes conducting bombing 
missions in northern Laos in 
support of Laotian government 
troops. 
The U.S. Command said the 
fighter did not cross the border 
into North Vietnam, but fired 
its radar-hom ing missile from 
within two miles of the frontier. 
The rad ar site was reported 
lo be 30 m iles away from tho 


Laotian border and 225 miles 
north of the dem ilitarized zone. 
Sources said the F105s have 
one mission: “ To find surface- 
to-air radar system s that are 
active and destroy them . The 
F105s stand between the North 
Vietnamese threat and the U.S. 
air operations over Laos.”

Drug Pushers 
Under Attack 


Federal Agency 
Created By Nixon 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
Nixon administration has begun 
a drive to crack down on heroin 
pushers on the nation’s streets. 
President Nixon signed an ex­ 
ecutive order Friday creating 
the new Office of Drug Abuse 
Law Enforcement in the De­ 
partm ent of Justice and named 
Myles J. Ambrose, 45, commis­ 
sioner of customs, to be its di­ 
rector. 
The office is expected to m ar­ 
shal a wide range of govern­ 
ment resources, including new 
authorities granted in the Or­ 
ganized Crime Control Act of 
1970, in a concentrated assault 
on the street-level heroin push­ 
er, the President said. 
Working through nine region­ 
al offices, the new program will 
use 
special 
grand 
juries 
to 
gather extensive new inform a­ 
tion concerning drug traffickers 
and will pool this intelligence 
for use by federal, state and lo­ 
cal law enforcement agencies. 
The new office will draw on 
the Departm ents of Justice and 
the Treasury to assist state and 
local agencies in detecting, a r­ 
resting and prosecuting heroin 
traffickers. 
“ Drug abuse—as I said seven 
months ago—is A m erica’s ‘pub­ 
lic enemy No. I,* said Nixon. 
“It is an all-pervasive and yet 
an elusive enemy. I am con­ 
vinced that the only effective 
way to fight this menace is b y 
attacking it on many fronts — 
through 
a balanced, 
com­ 
prehensive strategy.” 
The President said his adm in­ 
istration had been working dur­ 
ing the past three years to car­ 
ry out that strategy. 
“ We have moved to elim inate 
dangerous 
drugs 
at 
their 
source, 
to cut their 
inter­ 
national flow, to 
stop them 
from entering our country, and 
to intercept 
them after they 
d o ” he said.

The hijacker was tentatively 
identified by the Federal Avia­ 
tion Agency as G arrett Brook 
Trapnell, a white man in his 
mid-20s, from W altham, Mass. 
An FAA spokesman in W ash­ 
ington said the hijacker at one 
point told the plane’s crew he 
wanted to 
talk to 
President 
Nixon, the president of the air­ 
line and two lawyers in Miami. 
“ He says he has a bomb, but 
says something new every min­ 
ute,” the spokesman said. He 
added that it was not known for 
sure whether the hijacker was 
armed.

Markus said he had been told 
by TWA that the hijacker want­ 
ed to talk to him but had not 
made contact.

When should y ou prune y our 
fruit trees? During the dormant 
. season, of course. But let’s look 
at this more closely . The dor­ 
m ant season normally beg ins 
-around 
November 
and 
runs 
throug h 
February . 
The 
im ­ 
portant thing to rem em ber is 
not to prune on a beautiful 40- 
deg ree day in mid-winter if the 
tem perature is likely to dip to 
freezing or below in the next 
24 to 48 hours. Why ? Because 
trees pruned just ahead of sub­ 
zero 
tem peratures 
can 
be 
seriously injured. It’s best to 
wait until late 
February or 
March to prune fruit trees when 
y ou are sure the tem perature 
will 
not 
suddenly 
dip 
to 
freezing . 


This practice also opens the 
tree up to sunlig ht and air 
movement and permits more 
effective 
spray ing and easier 
harvesting .

Speaking of pruning , a lot of 
us backy ard fruit g rowers are 
not up on pruning techniques 
like the commercial g rower, so 
here are a few hints to keep 
in mind. Remove all broken, 
dead or diseased branches. On 
very y oung trees, leave bran­ 
ches that 
are 
well 
spaced 
vertically and radially on the 
trunk to develop as the scaffold 
branches. Try to select those 
with wide ang le attachm ents to 
lessen the chance of splitting 
when the branches are loaded 
with fruit. 
Remove drooping 
branches 
and 
those 
g rowing 
vertically up throug h the tree 
orown. 
Where 
branches 
are 
Crossed, leave the best one, if 
a 
branch is 
needed at this 
Ibcation. Use thinning cuts — 
cutting a branch back to point 
ot attachm ent 
either to main 
g junk or another limb that 
is 
IMTOwing outward, 
to 
control 
heig ht and spread of the tree. 


The next two months are ideal 
for pruning most ornamentals, 
even thoug h the weather may 
not be 
comfortable for 
y ou 
while 
doing the job. Be sure 
the jb is done before 
n e w 
g rowth beg ins. As in fruit trees, 
y ou remove dead, diseased or 
broken branches and take out 
crossed branches. Wounds heal 
more 
rapidly when cuts 
are 
made flush at the point of at­ 
tachm ent. 
When 
even 
small 
stubs 
are 
left, 
healing 
is 
delay ed or prevented. Stubs die 
back 
and 
disease and 
rot 
org anisms g ain entry to healthy 
tissue. 
Hold 
off 
pruning 
early 
flowering shrubs until after they 
flower or y ou’ll be cutting off 
this y ear’s flowers. It’s best to 
wait until early spring to prune 
broadleaf everg reens as winter 
dam ag ed branches will be more 
apparent then. 


How’s the humidity level in 
y our home?

When should you prune your 
fruit trees? During the dormant 
season, of course. But let’s look 
at this more closely. The dor­ 
m ant season normally begins 
around 
November 
and 
runs 
through 
February. 
The 
im ­ 
portant thing to rem em ber is 
not to prune on a beautiful 40- 
degree day in mid-winter if the 
tem perature is likely to dip to 
freezing or below in the next 
24 to 48 hours. Why? Because 
trees pruned just ahead of sub­ 
zero 
tem peratures 
can 
be 
seriously injured. It’s best to 
wait until late 
February- or 
March to prune fruit trees when 
you are sure the tem perature 
will 
not 
suddenly 
dip 
to 
freezing. 


I This practice also opens the 
tree up to sunlight and air 
movement, and perm its more 
effective 
spraying and easier 
harvesting. 


Speaking of pruning, a lot of 
us backyard fruit growers are 
not up on pruning techniques 
like the commercial grower, so 
here are a few hints to keep 
in mind. Remove all broken, 
dead or diseased branches. On 
very young trees, leave bran­ 
ches that 
are 
well 
spaced 
vertically and radially on the 
trunk to develop as the scaffold 
branches. Try to select those 
with wide angle attachm ents to 
lessen the chance of splitting 
when the branches are loaded 
with fruit.

The next two months are ideal 
for pruning most ornam entals, 
even though the weather may 
not be 
comfortable 
for 
you 
while doing the job. Be sure 
the jb is done before 
n e w 
growth begins. As in fruit trees, 
you remove dead, diseased or 
broken branches and take out 
crossed branches. Wounds heal 
more rapidly when cuts are 
made flush at the point of at­ 
tachment. 
When 
even 
small 
stubs 
are 
left, 
healing 
is 
delayed or prevented. Stubs die 
back and 
disease 
and 
rot 
organisms gain entry to healthy 
tissue. 
Hold 
off 
pruning 
early 
flowering shrubs until after they 
flower or you’ll be cutting off 
this y ear’s flowers. It’s best to 
w ait until early spring to prune 
broadleaf evergreens as winter 
damaged branches will be more 
apparent then.

perature is at freezing or below. 
When tem perature at the two- 
foot level is 60 degrees F. or 
below, stored grain insects are 
not active, Lyon says. 
More than 20 species of stored 
grain insects have been found 
in Ohio grain, but only eight 
to IO are of m ajor importance. 
Wheat, oats, barley, rye, grain 
sorghum, and shelled corn are 
often 
infested. 
Soybeans 
and 
flax are rarely infested. 
Some 
stored grain 
insects 
attack 
whole 
kernels 
and 
complete 
their 
development 
inside

(primary 
insects). Others feed primarily 
on cracked or broken kernels 
(secondary insects). 
Prim ary insects include the 
rice weevil, granary weevil, and 
a n g o u m o i s grain 
moth. 
Secondary insects include the 
Indian

moth, flat grain 
beetle, confused flour 
beetle, 
red 
flour 
beetle, 
sawtoothed 
grain beetle, and cadelle. 
Beetles found in grain and 
flour are commonly called bran 
bugs. They are small, brown 
or 
black, hard-shelled beetles 
ranging from 1-16 to 3-8 inch 
long 
and 
their 
larvae 
are 
usually white and hairy with 
brown heads. Rice weevils and 
granary 
weevils 
are 
dark 
colored, hard-shelled, 3-16 to Va 
inch long with a snout on the 
head. Indian meal moth larvae 
are off-white and gray in color. 
They work prim arily on the 
grain surface, spinning webs 
and 
feeding 
mainly 
on 
the 
germ.
